May it please your Excellency, 

We, the Board, of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, have 
the honour to submit to your Excellency this our Sixth Annual 
Report. 

During the past year we have inspected the several Dublin Hospi- 
tals which receive grants from Parliament. These are — 

1. The Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. 

a. The Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

1. The Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. The Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’ Hospital. 

4. The Meath Hospital and County Dublin Iniirmary. 

5. The Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

S. The Eotundo Lying-in Hospital. 

7. The Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital; and 

9. The Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of 

the Concordatum Fund. 

On the occasion of these inspections w'e made inquiry respecting 
the state and condition of each hospital, to ascertain if the comforts 
of the patients were duly provided for, the buildings kept in snft- 
cient repair, and the general management of the institution satis- 
factory. We have since issued the Circular (bio. 1, Appendix), 
requesting such information or suggestions as the Governors ot 
each hospital might wish to offer, in respect to its fends, manage- 
ment, &c., and we give their replies in the Appendix, (No. 2.)

The Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

Eiglit-v-tliree patients remained in this hospital on the 31st March, 
1861 ; 840 were admitted, 837 discharged, and 8 died, in the year 
ended 31st March, 1862, and 78 remained at that period. The 
mortality on the number whose treatment was completed, viz., 
those that were discharged and those that died, was 0-86 per cent. 
As no case of syphilis or gonorrhoea is refused admission, the chief 
objects for which the institution is supported appear to be fairly 
accomplished. 

The institution is much unproved. The laundry portion acts, ns 
usual, as a penitentiary, by the transfer to it of the better disposed 
class of discharged patients, six of whom are constantly engaged 
in it; but were there employment for a greater number, more of 
that class would be likely to avail themselves of it, and would thus 
be less exposed to a recurrence to them former habits. 

During the last year 104 of the patients, on being discharged, 
are stated to have returned to their friends, and 71 to have gone 
into some of the Dublin penitentiaries. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the year 
was 86|. The patients remained in hospital an average of 34 days. 

A classified return of the diseases of the patients is given in the 
Appendix (No. 3). 

The establishment cost of this hospital is rather high when 
compared with that of others, which must require an equally 
efficient staff. We have requested the attention of the Governors 
to this subject. 



The House or Industry Hospitals. 

These three hospitals appeared, on inspection, to be in a very- 
satisfactory condition. 70 patients remained in the Hardwicke 
Fever Hospital on the 31st. March, 1861 ; 1,129 were admitted in 
the subsequent year, 1,049 were discharged, 93 died, and 57 
remained at the end of it. 72 patients remained in the Whitworth 
Hospital at the end of March, 1861 ; 1,028 -were admitted in the 
year, 963 were discharged, 63 died, and 74 remained on the 31st 
March, 1862. 94 patients remained in the Richmond Hospital on 
the 31st March, 1861 ; 1,188 were admitted in the year, 1,149 were 
discharged, 42 died, and 93 remained on the 31st March, 1862. 
The mortality in the number whose treatment was completed in 
the Hardwicke, was 8’5 per cent. ; in the Whitworth, 6T4; and in 
the Richmond, 3’52. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the year 
in the Hardwicke was55J; in the Whitworth, 64; in the Rich- 
mond, 96 17 days -was the average time spent by each patient 

in the first, 21j hi the second, and 27J in the third, hospital. 

The registry is now satisfactorily filled up. A classified return 
of the diseases of the patients admitted during the year, and of the 
particular diseases of which patients died, is given in the Appendix 
(No. 4). 
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Steevens’ Hospital. 

This institution was found, to be very satisfactory on inspection. 
194 patients remained in it on the 31st March, 1S61; 2,395 were 
admitted during the year; 2,346 were discharged; 68 died; and 
175 remained on the 31st March last. 2,414 cases were treated to 
a termination. The mortality, as usual in this institution, was com- 
paratively low — 2'81 per cent. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 184 ; the time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 

26 days. . .... 

A classified return of the diseases of the patients admitted m 
the year is given in the Appendix, No. 5. 

The maternity department of this institution appears to do good 
service. In the two and a-half years ended September last, 255 
labour cases have been attended at their own homes, and their pro- 
gress to convalescence carefully watched, with a loss of onl\ 4- lives, 
or 1*56 per cent.

The Meath Hospital. 

This institution continues to be in a very satisfactory condition. 
60 infirmary, and 10 fever patients remained on the 31st March, 

1861 • 803 of the former class, and 251 of the latter, were admitted 
durum the year; 793 of the one, and 229 of the other were dis- 
charged; 31 infirmary and 19 fever patients died, and 69 remained 
in the infirmary, and 14 in the fever wards, on the olst March, 

1862 The mortality in 824 cases, whose treatment was com- 
pleted in the infirmary, was 3-74 per cent.; hi 248 m the fever 
wards, 7-66 per cent. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the year 
was 65 in the' infirmary and 15 in the fever wards. In the tormer, 
the average time spent in hospital by the patients was _6a.- days; lit

This institution, on inspection, was found m every respect satis- 
factory; the wards were clean and well ventilated, and it is evident 
that <fue care is taken of the patients. _ 77 remained in hospital _on 
the 31st March, 1861 ; 1.700 were admitted durnig the yeai . 1.5 <0 
were discharged; and 95, or 5-70 'per cent, on the number trea ed 
to a termination, died. The admissions exceeded thoseofthe 
former year by 222, but the rate of mortality was only slightly

higher. The average daily number of beds occupied throughout 
the year was 89|; the time spent by patients in hospital averaged 
ISi days. 

f'or some years, two paid pupils have resided in the hospital; 
now, two, who lately became licentiates of the College of Surgeons, 
reside in it, without salary, considering that the information 
obtained in the hospital will compensate them for their time and 
labour. 

We adverted in our Third Report to the comparatively high ex- 
penditure for the establishment in this hospital, and we have again 
requested the Managing Committee’s consideration of the subject. 

A classified return of the diseases of the patients admitted in the 
year, and of the particular diseases of which patients died, is given 
in the Appendix (No. 7). 

The Rotundo Lying-in Hospital. 

This institution was clean, well ventilated, and the comforts of 
the patients evidently -well attended to. 36 labour cases, and 7 
chronic patients remained on the 31st March, 1861; 978 of the 
former class, and 178 of the latter, were admitted during the year; 
963 of the one, and 178 of the other, were discharged; and 80 of 
the first, and 2 of the second, died ; being, in the one, a mortality 
of 8T3, in the other of 1T3, per cent. 

The average daily number of beds occupied in the labour wards 
during the year was 26 ; in the chronic, 9§. The time spent in 
hospital by the former class averaged 9|, by the latter, 20, days. 

One hundred and forty-four labour cases were attended at their 
own homes in the course of the year, of whom 1 died. 

The number of the lying-in class was less this year than in any 
year since 1778, which, perhaps, arose from the indisposition of some 
to enter the hospital whilst it was known that contagious fevers pre- 
vailed in it, and. from the wish of the medical officers to limit the 
admission duringsuck prevalence. Butalthough the number of those 
patients who were confined in the hospital was smaller, the mortality 
was relatively greater than in any former year. In the puerperal 
epidemic of 1813, the mortality was 2‘49 per cent. ; in that of 1819, it 
was 2-93 ; and in that of 182 6, it was 3 - 31 per cent. During the four 
famine and fever years, the mortality in the hospital was only 1‘SO per 
cent. The return of the diseases which caused last year’s mortality 
shows that, of the 80 labour patients that died in the hospital, 61 died 
of diseases not ordinarily connected with parturition, and 19 of 
such as are usually attendant on it. 

As in the case of the Oork-street Fever Hospital, we have re- 
quested the attention of the Governors to the comparatively high 
cost of the establishment in this institution. 

The Governors have considerably improved the hospital during 
the last two years, particularly as regards sanitary arrangements, as 
will be perceived by their reply to our Circular (No. 1) Appendix. 

A classified return of the diseases of the chronic class, and of 
the labour patients who died during the year, is given in the 
Appendix (No. 8). 
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Tub Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

Hospital 

Eio-lit labour cases, and 1 chronic patient, remained in this hospital — 
on the 31st March, 1861; 389 of the former class and 35 of the 
latter were admitted, 379 of the one and 34 of the other were 
discharged, 8 labour cases and 1 chronic patient died during the 
year, and 8 of the former and two of the latter class remained in 
hospital on the 31st March, 1862. The mortality in the labour class 
was 2-7 per cent. 

The hospital accommodation is now increased to 35 beds ; 26 for 
labour cases, and 9 for chronic patients. Altogether the institu- 
tion is much improved, but the dispensary portion is still defective. 

As some cases of puerperal fever appeared in the hospital, this 
year’s admissions were limited ; but extern attendance appears to 
have been freely given, as 803 labour cases were attended at 
home, of whom 4 died — 1 of “ debility,” and 3 of febrile diseases — 
being a mortality of about one-half per cent. 

The foregoing returns show that the class for which this institution 
was established is extensively benefited by it, as it appears that, 
in a populous and very poor district of the metropolis, 1,199 labour 
cases were attended in the year, and that in addition, much pro- 
fessional advice was given to many other applicants. 

A classified return” of the diseases of those affected with chronic 
diseases who were admitted in the year, and of the diseases of which 
labour patients died, is given in the Appendix (No. 9).

Fourteen patients remained in this institution on tlie olst Marcli, ^ 
1861 ; 223 patients were admitted during the veal* ; 208 were dis- 
charged; and lo remained on the 31st March last. _ 

The Institution appears to be conducted with much efficiency 
and attention to the comforts of the patients. As the accommo- 
dation is now considerably increased, it only requires additional 
hinds to render an institution so conducted as beneficial to the class 
for which it is so well adapted, as would be the case were it possible 
to turn that accommodation to account. The average daily number 
of beds occupied during the last year was 151, leaving nearly tlie 
same number unoccupied, not for want of patients, but ot funds. 

The average time spent by patients in hospital was 2a days._ 

2,051 extern patients were attended during tlie year at the dis- 
pensary of the institution. .. . . 

The Governors observe in their last Report that they think 
they are justified in stating that St. Mark’s Hospital is at present 
one of the most perfect sanitary institutions of its kind; a state- 
ment which the improvements recently made, and the admirable 
arrangements for intern and extern treatment, would appear fully 

to warrant. . 1n ,

Seventy-one patients remained in this institution on the 31st 
March, 1861; 24 were admitted, 1 was discharged, and 24 died 
during the year ended oist March, 1862, and 70 remained at that 
period. 

A classified list of the diseases of the patients is given in the 
Appendix (No. 11). 

'The hospital is conducted with much efficiency and economy, 
and the comforts of the patients appear to he most carefully at- 
tended to. 



We append, as usual, Tables, Appendix No. 12, which give in 
detail the year’s income and expenditure of' each institution ; the 
number of patients treated, and the mortality in each; also the 
average daily number of beds occupied in each during the year, 
and the average annual cost per bed. 

For the purpose of comparing the annual cost per bed in each 
institution in a series of years, we have given a table, Appendix, 
(No. 12), in which the cost of maintenance and of establish- 
ment is given, on the average of the past six years ; and 
as “ buildings and furniture" occasionally swell the cost of par- 
ticular institutions in a year, when in other institutions little or no 
expense is incurred on these heads, we have omitted these items in 
the table, so that the comparison, in respect to articles of ordinary 
expenditure, may be more perfect,

Sin, — In reply to your letter of the 24tli ult., requesting, by direction of the 
Board of Superintendence, that the Governors will supply them with any infor- 
mation or suggestion they may have to give, with respect to the state and 
condition of the Institution, I am directed by the Board to state, that they 
have no particular suggestions to offer. During the past year all matters con- 
nected with the Hospital have received much attention from the Governors. The 
supply of pure water has been greatly improved. The dress of the inmates has also 
been improved. The classification is more advanced. The laundry arrangements 
are also in a very satisfactory state. Seventy-seven of the patients have been sent 
to asylums, and 1 04 to their friends. The chapel of the Institution has been prepared 
tor worship, according to the rites of the Roman Catholic Church, and service is 
now regularly performed therein by a Chaplain named by the Roman Catholic 
Archbishop, and appointed by the Governors. The service of the Established 
Church is also performed by the Protestant Chaplain in another room of the Insti- 
tution. During the winter months the number of applicants has considerably 
increased, and the Board have much satisfaction in directing me to state that the 
orderly and grateful behaviour of the inmates evinces, in a very decided maimer, 
their sense of the advantages they derive from the treatment they receive.

Sir,— The Board of Governors of these Hospitals have directed me to state, 
in reply to your letter of the 24 th ultimo, requesting for the Board of Super- 
intendence of Dublin Hospitals information or suggestions respecting the 
condition of this Institution, that the Governors have, by the exercise of great 
economy, been enabled to effect the following improvements during the past 
year, viz.: — 

The exterior walls of the Richmond Surgical Hospital (which much needed 
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Appendix to Sixth Report of the 

repair), have been completely re-dashed, coloured in distemper, and otherwise 

renovated. . . 

The subject of improved ventilation in the various Hospitals, lias continued to 
engage the attention of the Governors, and they have, accordingly, directed 
perforated zinc panels to be inserted in the doors of the various wards and closets 
of the Richmond and Whitworth Hospitals, and have caused louvre ventilators 
to be opened in the western wall of the larger wards (Nos. 1 and 5) in the Rich- 
mond Hospital, -with satisfactory results. 

In the last-mentioned Hospital, one of the old worn-out and defective baths 
(to which allusion was made by your Board in a former Report), has been re- 
placed by a new cast-zinc bath of improved construction. 

The Board of Governors, with a desire to promote economy and comfort, have 
continued to provide hail 1 mattrasses and pillows (with suitable water-proof 
cases) for the beds in the Richmond and Whitworth Hospitals, and have dis- 
continued the use of straw-bedding, except in the Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

A small “range” has been substituted for the old grate, in each Nurse’s 
closet, in the Hardwicke and Whitworth Hospitals. 

That portion of the Institution adjacent to the Hardwicke Hospital, known as 
“The Chapel,” or place of worship, for the convalescent patients, has undergone 
various necessary repairs and alterations. The place has also been painted, and 
furnished with benches, and other appropriate fittings. 

The grounds attached to the Institution, and wherein the convalescent 
patients are permitted to take exercise, continue to be kept in good order. 

The Governors desire to avail themselves of this opportunity to remark, that 
tkev have been called upon by the Board of Public Works to meet a demand ot 
£55 4s. 7d., for costs of renewal of the lease of the Richmond Hospital, and that 
they have been obliged to liquidate such demand out of the sum voted by Par- 
liament for the exclusive support of the Patients and Institution ; and the 
Governors conceive that, inasmuch as such a demand could not be. anticipated 
or acknowledged as a legitimate charge on the limited fund provided by the 
present Parliamentary Grant, they are justified. in respectfully submitting tu 
your Board, the propriety of recommending to His Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, their claim to have the Grant for the ensuing year increased by the sum 
in question. 

The Governors have nothing further to communicate, beyond the circumstance 
of the death, during the past year, of their Secretary and Chief Clerk, Mr. 
Birch, and the appointment of Mr. Hughes, as his successor.

The Governors would wish to erect lavatories, particularly in the 
upper story, which is occupied by the constabulary patients, but cannot at 
present undertake the work from deficiency of funds. They regret, also, that 
they have not been able to reconstruct the laundry, as they desired, from the 
same cause.

House of Recovery, Cork-street, Dublin, 
February 7, 1863. 

S IR ,_In reply to your circular of the 24th ult., I am directed by the Com- 
mittee of Cork-street Fever Hospital to state, that during the early part of last 
year there was a considerable pressure on the Hospital, the numbers being fre- 
quently above 115, and even as high as 123 and 124, in January, February, 
and March. The mortality, however, except in the month of January, did not 
bear proportion to the numbers admitted ; in that month, out of the monthly 
aggregate of 3,912, there were twenty-three deaths ; in February, out of the 
monthly aggregate of 3,385, there were only six deaths. _ This mortality in 
January, appears to have been chiefly among cases of scarlatina, which was then 
very severe. . 

During the past year, the only material change the Committee have made, is 
a saving 3 on the head of Establishment of £50 per annum, the salary hitherto 
paid to the medical resident pupils, who are now only provided with furnished 
apartments. The Committee find that the arrangement works well ; the pupils 
at present resident are very satisfactory and regular, and attentive to their 
duties, a principal part of which is to keep an accurate diary of all the eases in 
the Hospital, with their mode of treatment and the results, thus forming a 
valuable register of medical information. 

I am directed to state, that the Committee have not any suggestions to offer 
respecting the Institution under their management.

The Lying-in Hospital, Dublin, 
January 30, 1863. 

Sir — Havino* this day laid your letter of tbe 24tb instant before a Committee 
of the Governors of the Lying-in Hospital, I am directed to state, for the infor- 
mation of the Board of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, that this Institution 
was severely -visited by the epidemic of puerperal fever, which prevailed so ex- 
tensively and fatally in this and the other principal cities of Europe. In 
consequence, the Governors resolved to carry out some further sanitary improve- 
ments which had already been in contemplation. With this object the laundry 
department has been altogether abolished, the washing being now done at a 
public laundry in the suburbs. A very high wall, which extended along the 
yard at the west end of the Hospital, and which was supposed to obstruct the 
free circulation of air, was removed ; as were also the dead-house and the ash- 
pit, which are now placed at a considerable distance from the Hospital. The 
sewers were carefully examined. Those improvements involved an expenditure 
of about £250, and the change in the laundry has also caused a considerable 
annual increase in the expenditure. The attention of the Governors is still

was decided on recommending to tbe General Board, that the entire of the in- 
terior of both the principal and Auxiliary Hospitals should be painted and lime- 
washed, although the House is now completely free from sickness.

Coombe Lying-in Hospital, Dublin, 
March 6, 1863. 

Sin, I have been directed by the Managing Committee of this Hospital, to 

reply to your communication (of the 24th January last), requesting to know 
whether there was any subject upon which the Committee would desire to make 
any observations. 

The most important topic which has engaged the attention of the Committee 
during the past year, has been a series of articles which have appeared in one of 
the leading journals of Dublin, commenting on the average cost per bed of the 
patients admitted into this institution, and which were based upon tabular 
statements contained in the Annual Report of the Board of Superintendence, 
presented to Parliament last year. As the Committee have already addressed 
you at length on this subject, pointing out what they believe to be errors in the 
mode of calculation, as well as the injustice of charging to one branch the com- 
bined expenses of three, and lias accompanied that statement with a tabular 
view of the expenditure of the institution allocated to each of its three branches, 
namely, “The Intern Hospital Branch,” “The Extern Midwifery Branch,” and 
“The Dispensary for General Diseases Branch,” it is altogether unnecessary 
for me to do more at present than to refer to it, as it has, no doubt, received 
due attention from the Board. 

The Committee have given anxious consideration to another subject of great 
importance, and to which the attention of the Board has likewise, on more than 
one occasion, been directed ; namely, tlie existing condition of the Dispensary 
department, which, as you are aware, from an utter want of any other place 
within the building for it, has been located in tbe basement story. Since the last 
visit of the Board, the Committee referred the matter to their architect, 
D. C. Ferguson, esq., who has reported that a suitable Dispensary could not 
be erected except at a very considerable cost ; anil as tbe Committee purpose 
to build an additional wing to the present structure, so soon as funds can be 
procured for the purpose, he advises that no outlay be at present undertaken 
for any temporary building, but that the amount which should be expended for 
such a purpose be reserved towards tbe more extensive additions, which shall 
comprise every suitable appliance for that department. 

The Committee have requested Mr. Ferguson to prepare the necessary plans 
for the additional wing referred to, which, so soon as they shall have received 
their sanction, shall be forwarded to the Board for their approbation ; .and they 
trust that the Board will support their application at the proper time, for 
Government aid towards these contemplated extensions. 

The Board has, more than once, directed the attention of the Managing 
Committee to the fact that the Dispensary was attended merely by the Resident 
Medical Officer, whose time was too fully occupied to enable him satisfactorily 
to attend to this extra duty. The Committee have repeatedly endeavoured to 
procure the gratuitous attendance of a qualified registered physician, but have 
failed to effect that object, excepting for very short intervals, and with great 
irregularity. The Committee have consequently formed the opinion that the 
only way to carry out the wishes of the Board, as well as of themselves, by having 
the* duties performed efficiently and satisfactorily, was to appoint a paid Medical 
Officer over that department; they have accordingly elected Dr. William 
Carrol], Licentiate of the King and Queen’s College of Physicians in Ireland, 
and Member of the College of Surgeons of England, to that office, at a salary 
of £50 per annum. 
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The largely increasing number of extern midwifery patients has for a long Appendix. 
time so completely absorbed the time of the Resident Medical Officer, that it 
was found almost impossible for him to efficiently perform other important duties ‘ ' *" 
required of him. The Committee became aware of the admirable system of 
Midwifery Assistants, which has worked so well at Steevens’ Hospital College, 
and which, I believe, has met with the approval of the Board of Superintend- 
ence, and they have followed, in part at least, the good example thus set them. 

Instead, however, of appointing two such officers, at a salary of £30 a year 
each, they have, until they fully try the experiment, elected but one, Mr. J. 

F. Stock, at a salary of £20 per annum. Should the experiment succeed to 
their satisfaction, it is the intention of the Committee to permit the office to be 
periodically competed for by public examination.

Special Treatment for Diseases of the Eye. 

Poor Law Commission Office. Dublin, 
16tli January, 1863. 

Si R , — With reference to tlic provision of the 7tli sect, of the Poor Law Amend- 
ment Act of last session (25 & 26 Tic., c. 83), which enables Boards of Guar- 
dians to send inmates of Workhouses, in cases requiring special treatment, to 
Hospitals or Infirmaries, and to pay for the cost of the maintenance and treat- 
ment of the persons so sent, and the cost of conveyance to and from such 
Hospitals or Infirmaries, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland desire to state, that they have received a commu- 
nication from the Governors of St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital, Dublin, from 
which it appears that they are willing to receive pauper patients, labouring 
under diseases of the eye, at the rate of Ninepence per day, or Five Shillings 
and Threepence per week, provided that the cost of sending such patients back 
to their respective Unions be lodged at the time of their admission, that the 
usual admission tickets are applied for, and that the other rules and regulations 
of the Hospital are complied with. . . . , 

The Commissioners find by the last Annual Report of the Institution that the 
Governors specially request benevolent persons, seeking to procure admission 
for patients from the country, “ to have such patients, when possible, examined, 
in the first instance, by medical men in their vicinity, so as to learn the nature oi 
their disease, and whether the patients are likely to be benefited by treatment 
in Hospital;” and, further, that the medical statement may “ be forwarded to 
the officers of the Hospital, together with an inquiry as to when the person can 
be admitted.”
